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17 Detendants Convicted 
In Relief Fraud Trial 


Floyd County (Ky.) Case Based on Govern- 
ment’s Allegation of Being Cheated 
Out of $200,000. 


By the Associated Press. 


CATLETTSBURG, Ky., Sept. 20. 
—Seventeen of the 22 defendants 
in the Floyd County relief fraud 
trial were convicted in Federal Dis- 
trict Court here today on one count 
of the indictment. Conviction was 
on the charge of using the mails to 
defraud the Government. 


The trial grew out of Govern- 
ment charges that it had been de- 
frauded of an estimated $200,000 
of the $381,000 sent into. Floyd 
County during parts of 1932 and 
1933 for relief of unemployed and 
that after an investigation had 
been started the records were de- 
stroyed¢*by fire at Prestonburg. 
Duplicate records, however, had 
been retained at headquarters in 
Louisville. 

In addition to the 17 convicted 
today, five previously had pleaded 
guilty. The jury today acquitted 
five other defendants, after nine 


hours’ deliberation, beginning yes- 
terday. 

There were approximately 280 
witnesses who added their testi- 
mony for and against 21 counts in 
the 95-page indictment the jurors 
studied. Issuance of bogus relief 
orders figured in the charges. The 
defendants’ counsel argued they 
were victims of a county “political 
row.” 


Those convicted included Dr. W. 
L. Stumbo, County Judge of Floyd 
County; Mayor Arthur C. Carter of 
Prestonsburg; two former members 
of the Floyd’ County Relief Com- 
mission, employes of the commis- 
sion, merchants and others. 

Those acquitted were James 
Preston, Mrs, Olga Preston, Mrs. 
Maude Howard and Burl Spurlock, 
merchants; and William Smith, 
foreman on a relief labor project.

When Will War Start? 


The question asked most fre- 


quently in political and diplomatic 


circles was: When will an Italian- 
Ethiopian war start?

GEN. W. W. ATTERBURY | 
OF PENNSYLVANIA DIES 


Retired President of Railroad, 
lil for Some Time, Suc- 
cumbs at Bryn Mawr.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 20.—Gen. 
W. W. Atterbury, retired president 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, died 
at 2:30 p. m. today in Bryn Mawr 
Hospital. He was in his seventieth 
year. He had been ill for some 
time and underwent an operation 


about a year ago. 

He retired as president of the 
railroad at a meeting of the board 
in Phialdelphia last April. He then 
declined re-election and gave way 
to Morton W. Clement. He would 
have been retired automatically 
Jan. 31, when he would have been 
70. 

His physician said he probably 
died after a stroke of apoplexy. 
Traffic Expert With A. E. F. 
Gen. Atterbury was a transporta- 
tion expert to the United States 
Government in war times. 

He was vice-president in charge 
of operations of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in 1917, when he was 
granted leave of absence to aid in 
placing ‘the transportation systems 
of the country on a war footing. He 
then went to France with the rank 
of brigadier-general] to take charge 
of the transportation of American 
troops, munitions and supplies from 
the ports of debarkation to the bat- 
tle lines. He was in France during 
the entire period of American activ- 
ity and in addition to the medal 
ity and in addition to a Disting- 
uished Service medal from the 
United States, he was made a com- 
mander of the Legion of Honor 
by France; a companion of the 
Order of the Bath by the British 
Government and a commander of 
the Order of the Crown by Belgium. 
Returning to the service of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad in 1920, he 
four years later was made vice- 
president without designation. As 
such he became the principal assist- 
ant of the late Samue] Rea, then 
president, whom he succeeded Oct. 
1, 1925, on the retirement of Rea. 


Born in New Albany, Ind. 


William Atterbury was born at 
New Albany, Ind., Jan. 31, 1866, the 
son of John G. and Catherine 
(Larned) Atterbury. He spent his 
boyhood in Detroit and after his 
preliminary education studied at 
the Sheffield Scientific School of 
Yale University, where he was 
graduated in 1886. The university 
awarded him an honorary master’s 
degree in 1911 and the University of 
Pennsylvania made him an honor- 
ary doctor of laws in 1919. 

A few months after his gradua- 
tion at Yale, he began learning the 
railroad business in the Altoona 
shops of the Pennsylvania, where 
he started as an apprentice. He 
was promoted to foreman in 1889 
and for three years served in that 
capacity on various lines of the 
company. During the next 11 years 
he went through different operat- 
ing positions, being made general 
manager in 1903. 

On June 10, 1915, he married 
Mrs. Arminia Rosengarten Mac- 
Leod of Philadelphia. They had one 
son.

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NEBRASKA OLD Aut 
PENSION LAWS UPSET 


State Supreme Court Holds 
Main Acts for Raising Funds 
Unconstitutional. 


By the Associated Press. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 20.—Ne- 
braska State relief and old age pen- 
sions systems were upset today by 


a Nebraska Supreme Court deci- 
sion, holding the main acts provid- 
ing for them unconstitutional. 
Ruling the acts attempted unduly 
to delegate legislative power and 
levy State taxes for local uses, the 
Court’s decision had these immedi- 
ate effects: 

(1) Invalidated a special 1-cent- 
a-gallon tax on gasoline, designed 
to raise $3,000,000 for relief and 
pensions. 

(2) Invalidated the diversion of 
$1,000,000 in beer and liquor taxes 
for the same purposes. 

(3) Left a law ordering the State 
to pay $30 a month pensions to 
needy persons over 65 years of age, 
but with virtually no money to pay 
it. 

The laws were knocked out in a 
suit filed by 23 of the 93 Nebraska 
counties. The complaining counties 
were not co-operating with the Fed- 
eral Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion and feared a part of the law 
designating distribution of the 
money on “the basis of need” would 
disqualify them from receiving a 
share of the State money. 

The only thing left of the old 
age pension structure in Nebraska 
is a law which levies a $2 tax on 
every person between 21 and 50 
years of age, but this is expected 
to raise only about $500,000 a year. 


THREATS AGAINST ROYALISTS 
REPORTED ON ISLAND OF CRETE

aid in reclaiming her baby, will 
be to bring the Muenches and Wil- 
fred Jones, and possibly others, into 
the same court, there to tell under 
oath what they know about the 
whereabouts ot that baby. That 
proceeding may be instituted today, 
in which case answer would be re- 
quired some time tomorrow. How- 
ever, this second suit may be de- 
layed until next week. 

As the Post-Dispatch has told, 
both Jones and Dr. Muench de- 
clined to say anything when the 
Post-Dispatch informed them that 
it had traced the Price baby into 
the Muench home. 

There was a hurried consultation, 
however, at the Muench house and 
within an hour Jones’ voluntarily 
called up all the newspapers to ad- 
mit that he had taken the baby 
there and to offer the naive expla- 
nation that it was quite by chance; 
that he had stopped in only to 
have Dr. Muench examine a rash 
which he had discovered on the 
baby’s bod-. Up to this time they 
have not taken the same course 
with respect of the Ware baby. 

“Friends” or “Clients.” 

Jones has confined his_ state- 
ments to reporters to the major 
theme of his origmal story, that 
both infants which he procured 
were intended, at least so far as 
he was aware, for “adoption” by 
friends or clients. The difference 
between these two words, friends 
and clients, is important. The 
Muenches are intimate friends 
of his, but he has pointed out they 
are not clients. Also, he has point- 
ed out the error in many press re- 
ports in the last week in quoting 
him as: always referring to the 
prospective foster parents as clients. 

His theme is that first the Price 
baby and next the Ware infant was 
procured by him for adoption. by 
persons whom he has not yet 
named and that. he ordered the 
Ware baby turned over to a “nurse” 
whom he did not know and whose 
identity he did not require, who had 
been sent to him by these friends 
and future foster parents, and that 
when Anna Ware herself convinces 
him that she really wants her baby 
back he will restore it.

BODY OF PRICE BABY TO BE 
EXHUMED FOR EXAMINATION 


Coroner Talks With Prosecutor and 
Announces There Will Be 
Post-Mortem. 


Coroner Luke B. Tiernon of St. 
Louis County, after a conference 
with Prosecuting Attorney Ander- 
son today, said he would have the 


body of the so-called Price baby 
exhumed for post-mortem examina- 
tion. The Coroner said the pur- 
pose was to establish the validity of 
certain ideas he had, which he de- 
clined to divulge. He acted, it was 
understood, on anonymous infor- 
mation. 

The “Price baby” is the infant 
which died July 16 at the Jewish 
Hospital to which it was taken on 
July 11 from the home of Dr. and 
Mrs. Ludwig O. Muench. It was 
attended for five days before its 
death by Dr. Aaron Levy, a pedia- 
trician in the Lister Building, who 
was called by Dr. Muench. The 
death certificate which Dr. Levy 
signed gave pneumonia 4s the 
cause. 

The baby was born July 29 to 
Miss Estelle Evelyn Oberg, and was 
taken from her by an arrangement 
with Wilfred Jones, an attorney, 
who said he wanted to place it in 
the home of friends for adoption. 
The infant was buried July 18 in 
Memorial Park Cemetery, Lucas 
and Hunt road and Melrose ave- 
nue ,St. Louis County. 


| masseuse, 
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DR. LEVY EXPLAINS 
HE DIDN'T SEE JONES 


But Lawyer Was One to Whom 
Price Baby’s Condition 
Was Reported. 


Dr. Aaron Levy, who attended the 
Price baby in the Muench home 
and subsequently in the Jewish 
Hospital, today amplified his inter- 
esting story of this episode in the 
baby case by saying that at no 
time was he in contact with Wil- 
fred Jones, nor has he ever seen the 
lawyer in his lifg. 


“Jones made no appeurance in 
the case at any time, as far as I 
was concerned,” Dr. Levy said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “T had 
heard of Jones around the time the 
child was if], but in just what man- 
ner I am unable to say. I do know 
that the hospital record shows that 
Jones was the person to be noti- 
fied about. the progress of the 
case.” 

It will be recalled that in his 
statement published exclusively 
yesterday in the Post-Dispatch, Dr. 
Levy said that while the infant was 
under treatment in the hospital, Dr. 
Muench called daily and asked, 
“How's the baby?” 

Dr. Levy Sure of Date and Time. 

Dr. Levy said today that he could 
not be mistaken about his statement 
that he was called to the Muench 
home by Dr. Muench about 3 o’clock 
the afternoon of July 11, to exam- 
ine the Price baby, that he was posi- 
tive of the time. He also repeated 
that it was after dinner the same 
day that Dr. Muench called him at 
his home and said the baby had 
been taken to the Jewish Hospital. 

Jones said today to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he took the baby to 
ithe Muench home around 9 o’clock 


the night of July 11. A short time 


| earlier, he said, he had obtained it 


‘at the home of Miss Christine Krout, 
at 1429 Hills terrace, 
|'where the mother of the baby, Es- 
 telle Evelyn Oberg, had been stay- 
ing. 

“Not a Registered Nurse.” 

“I was accempanied to the house 
on Hills terrace by a woman,” 
Jones said. “She was not a regis- 
tered nurse, but was to take care 
of the baby and take it tga couple, 
friends of mine, who had asked me 
to procure it. I will not tell where 
‘I met this woman. She was of 
'medium height and weight, a bru- 
nette, about 45 years old. 

“She was provided for me by my 
friends for whom I was getting the 
baby, and was not known to me.” 

Jones has declared that the 
nurse who joined him the night of 
Aug. 17 at the Wabash Delmar sta- 
‘tien and took the baby of Anna 
Ware from the home of Mrs. Re- 
becca Winner, midwife, 6015 Maple 
avenue, was also sent to him by his 
friends, the same couple as had re- 
tained him to procure the Price 
baby. Similarly, he declared he 
did not know who the nurse was 
|in the Ware baby case, but added 
|he was under the impression her 
| name was Miss Lincoln. 

Woman Remained in Auto. 

Continuing his story of getting 
the Price baby, he said that the 
woman who was with him 
his car while he went 
Krout’s home for the baby. 

“T dealt only with Miss Krout 
that night,” he continued. “I gave 


ed to cover her expenses. She stuck 
the money in the bosom of her 
dress and then went into another 
room and came out with the baby. 
At no time did I see the mother 
that night. 

“When I got the Price baby and 
took it out to the car I noticed that 
it looked sick.. (The baby had impe- 
tigo, a skin rash, when discharged 
from City Hospital on July 9.) I 
called this to the attention of the 
woman with me and she agreed. 
“Took It to Dr. Muench’s Home.” 

“So we took it to Dr. Muench’s 
house for treatment. I myself took 
the baby in and left the woman 
outside. The Muenches did not like 
to have strangers in their home on 
account of the Kelley kidnaping 
case. 


“I left the baby there for exami- 
nation and went out to the car. 
The woman who was waiting ac- 
companied me on a drive of about 
an hour and a half. My _recol- 
lection is that we stopped nearby 
for some kind of a soft drink and 
'a sandwich, and that I made a 
telephone call. I think I also had 
a check cashed. 

“Then we returned to the Muench 
home. I again left her outside and 
went in. I got the baby from Dr. 
Muench, who advised that

Ludwig Muench by Attorney Wil- 
fred Jones, %urst into tears last 
night as she told a representative 
of the Post-Dispatch in Minneapo- 
lis how she turred the baby over to 
Jones for adoption by friends of his 
and subsequently was informed of 
its death at Jewish Hospital July 
16. 

Meanwhile, Arnold Price, 28-year- 
old St. Louis radio singer, named 
in the birth certificate as father of 
the baby, said at Walcott, Ark., 
where he is a hospital orderly in a 
CCC camp: “It’s a closed case as 
far as I’m concerned.

Confirms Miss Krout’s Story. 


Miss Oberg, first interviewed last 
night ‘in a night club in the Minne- 
apolis business district, where she 
is employed as a waitress, told how 
she came to St. Louis early in June 
for the birth of her baby and went 
first to the home of Miss Christine 
Krout, a masseuse, 1429 Hills ter- 
race. She substantiated the story 
of subsequent. developments as re- 
lated to the Post-Dispatch yester- 
day by Miss Krout, an acquaintance 
of Price. 

Miss Krout had reiated that Miss 
Oberg stayed with her until she 
went to City Hospital, returned 
about 10 days later with the baby 
and authorized her to turn the in- 
fant over to Jones for adoption by 
his friends. Miss Krout said she 
handed the baby to Jones on the 
night of July 11. 

Miss Oberg, an attractive blonde, 
wearing a green uniform trimmed 
in white, said that Miss Krout was 
the only person who visited her at 
City Hospital. A nurse there had 
said Miss Oberg was visited by a 
red-haired woman, middle-aged, weil 
dressed and “rathér stout.”

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3 MEN ELECTROCUTED 
IN OKLAHOMA PRISON 


One Convicted of Poisoning 
His Children; Others of Sep- 
arate Killings.

McALESTER, Ok., Sept. 20.— 
Three men were electrocuted at the 
Oklahoma penitentiary early today. 

They were Chester Lee Barrett of 
Sapulpa, convicted as the poisoner 
of his children; Bun Riley, Canadi- 
an, confessed killer of three part- 
ners in an alleged “crime ring,” and 
Alfred Rowan, Negro, of Altus, who 
killed Roy Gentry, a relief worker. 

The executions required about 30 
minutes. Roy Kenny, former track 
coach at Oklahoma Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, was in charge 
as acting warden.

The Post-Dispatch already has 
published the explanations given by 
physicians of high standing in the 
profession of the difficulties con- 
fronting a mother attempting to 
identify her baby which she had 
not seen from the day of birth 
until a month or more later. 

Recognized in Some States. 

The blood test now is recog- 
nized by medical science and by 
law in some states as a factor in 
determining parentage of a child. 

It is only a negative factor, how- 
ever. That is, it may prove that 
a certain person is not the parent 
of a child, but- not -hat a certain 
person is the parent. 

The value of blood tests lies in 
the fact that by analysis all hu- 
man bloods may be classified into 
distinct groups, or types, such as 
type A, type B, etc. 

The child of a parent having type 


A blood, for examplh, also would 
have blood falling in that classifica- 
tion. If the bloods of sup 
parent and child are found to be of 
different types, medical science 
says that the child is not that of the 
supposed parent. If, on the other 
hand, the bloods are oi the same 
type nothing is proved except that 
it is possible the child may be that 
of the supposed parent. 
Case in New York. 


A New York State law recogniz- 
ing the blood test to the extent 
here stated became effective early 
this year. In June a court in New 
York City authorized blood tests 
in a case of a man accused of being 
the father of a baby born to an 
unmarried mother.’ The physician 
who conducted the tests reported 
the bloods of the man and the child 
were of different ‘types and that 
the man could not have been the 
father. The case was dismissed. 

Commenting on the New York 
law, the New York Academy of 
Medicine said: “The blood tests are 
entirely reliable for proving that a 
certain individual is not the father 
of a child. However, they cannot 
be used to establish that a certain 
individual is actually the father.” 


Red Cross War Preparation. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The 
American Red Cross yesterday con- 


sidered steps necessary in event of 
an Italian Ethiopian conflict. The 
central committee of the organiza- 
tion devoted its quarterly meeting 
to the subject. Its action, how- 
ever, was followed by a statement 
expressing “profound hope that a 
way may yet be found to prevent 
warfare.’ The committee said its 


co-operation must depend on rec- 
ommendation of the International 
Red Cross at Geneva, and that “in 
the meantime, no appeal for sup- 
plies or contributions is authorized 
by the American Red Cross.”

Second Letter to Jones. 

The second letter to Jones was 
dated Aug. 28. It expressed her 
anxiety that the formalities of 
adoption be completed as soon as 
possible and that a certified copy 
of the papers be sent to her. Mrs. 
Giordon urged Jones to keep Anna 
from seeing the baby, so that she 
could forget it and get a new start. 
“Besides,” the letter continued, 
she wrote to her mother that once 
She received the money ($200) 
promised her she was going to 
spend it all getting her baby back 
again. I don’t know whether she 


wrote an “indignant” letter to Jones 
about $15 due her and about his 
“assumption” that her mother had 
kept some money that was not due 
her. 

The last letter in the series, dated 
Sept. 4, said simply that, “Unless I 


‘receive my check within the next 


few days I shall appeal to the Bar 
Association for’ redress.” 

Mrs. Giordon to Anna Ware. 
Mrs. Giordon’s first letter to An- 
na, dated Aug. 24, congratulated her 
on the birth of the child, and said 
that the writer gn the following 
Monday or Tuesday would see Mr. 
Kilcoyne about the money promised 
to Anna. 

J. Leslie Kilcoyne is an attorney 
at Bristol, Pa., who represented 
Mrs. Giordon’s husband in the 
charges against him in connection 
with Anna’s baby, and negotiated 
an agreement that the charges 
were to be dropped and Anna was 
to get the $200 cash bond Giordon 
had posted when the warrant was 
issued. 

“Anna, go right ahead and sign 

the adoption papers so that part 
will be over,” began another letter, 
dated Aug. 27. “You know Mr. Kil- 
coyne will not put those papers 
through until the adoption is all 
signed.” 
The letter urged Anna not to at- 
tempt to see the baby, but to for- 
get it and start life all over again. 
“The baby has a wonderful home,” 
the letter added, “and good, kind, 
devoted parents and that is some- 
thing to thank God for.” 

Reference to Anna’s Suspicion. 

Yet the next letter to Anna, dated 
Sept. 9, indicated that Mrs. Gior- 
don did not know where the baby 
was. It referred to Anna’s sus- 
picion that the baby was at the 
home of Mrs. Muench. 

“You are all wrong, I am sure,” 
the letter said. ‘However, she (Mrs. 
Giordon’s sister, mentioned else- 
where in the letter) is going to in- 
vestigate the whole thing carefully 
and run down the truth. Of course, 
if you want the baby back, I would 
not stand in your way. 

“If you decide to keep it for your- 
self, of course I will help you all 
I can. But the $200 will be paid 
to you. A fight to get your baby 
back will cost money, so do nothing 
until you have it, except try to get 
what information you can out of 
Jones. Do not trust him, in any 
way. 

“He never repaid me the money 


I put out for your expenses. I’m 
going to make a lot of trouble for 
him about it, and during that trou- 
ble maybe we'll get the truth out 
of him about who has the baby. 


“Glad You Didn't Sign.” 


“I’m glad you didn’t sign the 
adoption papers.

PARK FOR COURT 
REGULATION OF 
LOBBY LAWYERS 


Governor in Speech Out- 
lines Views on Control of 


Attorneys in and Before 
Legislature. 


The practices of lawyers in and 


|| before the Legislature should be 


regulated and superintended by the 
Missouri Supreme Court, in con- 
nection with its regulation of in- 
ferior courts and their officers}. 


(lawyers) under Article 5 of the 
State Constitution, Gov. Park de- 
clared last night in an address on 
“Constitutions and Courts” before 
the Lawyers’ Association of the 
Eighth (St. Louis) Judicial Circuit, 
at Hotel Jefferson. 

“By this I do not mean that a 
lawyer, or any other citizen, does 
not have the right to appear before 
legislative committees and present 
cases of those they represent in a 
fair and legitimate way,” the Gov- 
ernor explained, “but I do insist 
that the same rules of conduct 
and morals should apply to an at- 
torney in his efforts to influence 
legislation as in the conduet of an 
action in court. 

“The ‘snitch’ in the practice of 
law is no more contemptible or 
liable to disbarment than the law- 
yer who by foul and corrupt meth- 
ods attempts improperly to influ- 
ence legislation,” 

Lawyers Opposed His Bills. 

Although Gov. Park did not en- 
large on this part of his address, it 
was apparent that his remarks 
were directed against both lawyer- 
legislators and attorneys engaged 
in lobbying. Several of his meas- 
ures have suffered in the three 
sessions of the Legislature so far 
in his administration, due to op- 
position by attorneys. Lawyers 
figured in the lobby against his 
bills on municipal ownership of 
utilities in the 1933-34 special ses- 
sion. Repeatedly criminal code re- 
forms have been defeated in like 
manner. 

Gov. Park held that the bar and 
the courts, rather than the Legisla- 
ture, should effectuate needed re- 
forms in court procedure, and 
should attend to needed measures 
of discipline. 

“The United States Supreme 
Court,” he said, “has interpreted 
Article 3 of the Federal Constitution 
literally, and has taken unto itself 
the power to make its own rules of 
practice and procedure. Our own 
(Missouri) Supreme Court has 
adopted a more narrow construc- 
tion, and has, in my opinion, surren- 
dered to the Legislature power 
never intended to be exercised by 
the Legisuature; that is, the power 
to pass laws regulating practice and 
procedure. 

Right of Control With Court. 

“In recent years, our Supreme 
Court has experienced a change 
along this line, and is reserving to 
itself more of the powers intended 
to be conferred by our Constitu- 
tion. Recently, and for the first 


‘time, it has asserted the right of 


control over attorneys. It now ap- 
points a board that determines who 
shall practice law. Certainly it was 
never the intention of the framers 
of our Constitution that the lezgis- 
lative branch of government should 
determine who shall become officers 
of the court (and every lawyer is 
an officer of the court), or under 
what conditions an attorney may 
practice and when he forfeits his 
right to practice. The bar, under 
supervision of the courts, should 
purge itself, and it is not the prov- 
ince of a separate and _ distinct 
branch of our government to inter- 
fere in these matters.’ 

The Governor discussed the theme 
of constitutional changes, declaring 
that “Nothing is more subject to 
growth and development than con- 
stitutions.” He predicted that the 
Federal Constitution, amended 21 
times, would undergo (further 
change. 

Reply by Claiborne. 

James R. Claiborne, Democratic 
Congressman, replied to this part of 
the Governor’s address. Claiborne 
has opposed some of the New Deal 
legislative measures, and he de- 
clared that, while regular and order- 
ly amending of the Constitution is 
permissible, it should not be “amend- 
ed by implication, under guise of an 
emergency.” 

The Lawyers’ Association adopted 
a report of a special committee, 
headed by Hyman G. Stein, that it 
hold a referendum on candidates 
for judicial offices, and for Circuit 
Attorney and Prosecuting Attorney, 
at future elections. The members 
are to vote on all candidates en- 
tered in the primary, the vote be- 
ing on the question, “Is the candi- 
date qualified—yes or no?” All 
candidates receiving a favorable 
vote not less than one-third of all 
the votes cast would be declared 
to have the association’s indorse- 
ment. 

Appointment of a judicial insti- 
tute was also. proposed in the re- 
port. The proposed institute would 
be a committee of 25 citizens, not 
all from the bar, and its duties 


would be to encourage well-quali- ; 


fied lawyers to become candidates 
for judicial office.

Judge Baron Takes Case 


Brought by Association 
Under Advisement After 
Censoring Defendant. 


Circuit Judge Max G. Baron yes- 
terday took under advisement the 
suit instituted by the Grievance 
Committee of the St. Louis Bar 
Association to disbar Wilson A. 
Noell, a practicing attorney. 

Following the completion of final 
“arguments by attorneys, Judge 
Baron censored Noell for failing to 
make an appearance in the case. 
“He is an officer of the court,” he 
remarked, ‘“‘and it was his duty to 
be here and enlighten the Court. 
It is no light task to deprive a man 
of his livelihood.” 

Noell was represented by his at- 
torney, Malcolm Frank, who filed 
a general denial to the charges that 
Noell had been “guilty of malprac- 
tice, fraud, deceit and misdemeanor 
in his professional capacity.” Alle- 
gations of the Bar Committee com- 
plaints were that Noell solicited 
employment to represent three 
women in death and injury claims 
resulting from a collision between 
an automobile and a car of the IIli- 
nois:Terminal Railroad System, and 
that he unlawfully retained $250 
due another client, Henry J. Bender 
of Pentwater, Mich., who settled a 
personal injury suit. 

Court Records Introduced. 

George F. Wise, representing the 
Grievance Committee, introduced 
court fecords of MBender’s case, 
showing the amount paid in the set- 
tlement. Bender testified the set- 
tlement check for $4750 had been 
made out jointly to him and Noell, 
and he indorsed the check and 
Noell deposited it in his account at 
the First National Bank. 

The same day, Bender continued, 
Noell gave him a check for $3000 
and $100 cash, representing his 
share in the settlement. When he 
deposited the check at Pentwater 
two weeks later, the witness said, 
the bank returned it marked “in- 
sufficient funds.” The lawyer sub- 
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sequently paid him $2750, and later 
sent a note for $250 which Bender 
said he refused and demanded 
cash. The sum has never been 
paid, he testified. 

Frank introduced evidence to 
show that on the day the $3000 
check was issued and until five 
days later, Noell had _ sufficient 
funds in his account to cover the 
check. 

Harry Grubb, a brother of three 
sisters whose business Noell was 
alleged to have solicited, said that 
after the accident he had employed 
R. A. McNally, an attorney, to 
handle the matter. He said the 
only time he saw Noell was when 
he came to his house three weeks 
later and offered to take the suits 
if he approved. 

Alleged Reference to McNally. 

Grubb testified that when he told 
Noell an attorney had been em- 
ployed, Noell attempted to discour- 
age him from retaining McNally, 
saying he had not practiced for a 
number of years and was a corpo- 
ration lawyer. Noell also said, the 
witness stated, that he could get 
$75,000 to $100,000 for all the cases. 
Grubb said he told the attorney he 
“wouldn’t say yes or I wouldn’t say 
no.” 

Mrs. Emma Grubb, mother of the 
sisters, later testified that Noell 
came to her and said that her son 
had approved of him taking the 
cases. He told hed, she stated, that 
he would get the witnesses and they 
would not have to do anything. She 
also testified that Noell had shown 
her photostatic copies of checks he 
had received for clients in damage 
suits. 

Mrs. Bonnie Lewis, one of the 
sisters, testified that McNally had 
not been definitely retained, and 
that Noell was employed later. 

Frank had challenged the juris- 
diction of the Court in the case, con- 
tending that recent rules of the 
Supreme Court had relegated au- 
thority for instituting disbarment 
action to a committee appointed by 
the Court. 


LABOR GROUP URGES SANCTIONS 


105,000 Canadian Workers Declage 
for Strong Steps.

HALIFAX, N. S. Sept. 20. — 
League of Nations sanctions 
against Italy were called for today 
by the Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada to halt Premier Mussoli- 
ni’s invasion of Ethiopia. 

The congress representing 105,000 
workers pledged itself at its annual 
convention to support sanctions 
and urged the League to adopt 
them against the aggressor nation.

Forty-five of the 49 domestic de- 
partments which include the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and each of the 
48 states, have submitted resolu- 
tions asking immediate payment of 
the veterans’ bonus, with cancella- 
tion of accrued interest on loans 
and refund of interest already 


paid. 
Other Resolutions. 

Several resolutions urge military 
training in CCC camps, and ad- 
mission of destitute veterans to 
such camps. Others demand fur- 
ther restriction of immigration; 
deportation of immigrants illegal- 
ly in this country; a campaign to 
“Buy American;” withdrawal of 
Russian recognition; combating of 
Communism; forbidding the use of 
public schools for peace demon- 
strations; and expansion of the 
program for national defense. 

The resolutions will be assigned 
to various committees which will 
report on them at Wednesday’s ses- 
sion. 

Next Sunday afternoon, the day 
before the convention opens, the 
Legion’s Child Welfare Conference 
will be held at the Municipal Au- 
ditorium. This meeting will be 
open to the public. Miss Katherine 
F. Lenroot, chief of the United 
States Children’s Bureau, and Judge 
Wilbur M. Alter of Denver, Colo., 
‘the Legion’s national chairman of 
child welfare activities, will be the 
speakerz. National Commander 
Frank N. Belgrano Jr. will be in- 
troduced, along with other national 
and State officials of the Legion. 

20,000 Volunteer Workers. 

The Legion and its Auxiliary 
spent $1,027,734 in the year preced- 
ing July 31 in extending help to 
256,549 children of World War vet- 
erans, according to reports pre- 
pared for submission at the confer- 
ence. More than 20,000 members of 
the Legion and its Auxiliary served 
as volunteer child welfare workers, 
the reports state. 

In 19 states the Legion is now 
working for ratification of the 
child labor amendment, the reports 
add. In 14 states the Legion was 
successful in working for improved 
mothers’ aid laws last year, and in 
41 the organization was instru- 
mental in promotion of other child 
welfare legislation such as model 
delinquency laws, health protection 
laws and school attendance laws, 
according to the reports. 

The finance committee of the Le- 
gion’s Auxiliary met today at Hotel 
Jefferson for a pre-convention ses- 
sion. Preparations for registering 
delegates to the Auxiliary’s meeting 
continued at the national headquar- 
ters established temporarily at 
Moolah Temple.

and representatives of foreign 
countries will be among the distin- 
guished visitors at the convention.

Identifies Five Men. 

Bailiff George Colbern today 
identified five of the 14 yesterday. 
Marshal Dillingham had identified 
nine others. Colbern, 65-year-old 
court attache who was attacked by 
the mob which set upon United 
States Marshal Henry L. Dilling- 
ham, and two other officers, had 
begun his testimony yesterday. He 
pointed out Harrison Jones, Samuel 
Divelbiss, whose farm was to have 
been sold under foreclosure, Dan 
Stoffel, “Skip” Arnold and Homer 
Crowley as members of the mob. 
Yesterday he testified that Crow- 
ley had struck him during his cap- 
tivity lasting all afternoon. 

- Tells of Mistreatment. 

Cross examined by Roy Rucker, 
representing a majority of the de- 
fendants, Colbern repeated much of 
his story of harsh treatment at 
the hands of the mob. Again he 
named Crowley as “the man who 
had hold of me.” 

“I didn’t see Divelbiss strike or 
hit anyone,” he testified. 

“Yesterday, Marshal Dillingham 
| testified that the 70-year-old Divel- 
| biss had struck at him with @ cane. 
|Colbern explained, however, that 
he had become separated from his 
chief when in the mob’s hands. 

Colbern also told, under cross- 
examination, of efforts of an un- 
| identified man to halt the mob. 
| “He got into the front seat. of 
the car where they were holding 
us,” he said, “and shouted ‘stop 
| it’ at the men. He said something 
| about trying to help get us out of 
| this but we didn’t get out.”

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GIRL HE LEFT FOLLOWS 
JOHN BARRYMORE 


Takes Plane, Catches.Up With 
Train, But Fails to See 
Actor. 


— 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 20.—John Barry- 
more, the 53-year-old actor, having 
eluded his former protege, the 20- 
year-old Elaine Barrie, was reported 
“boarded up” in a suburban La 
Grange Hotel today. He arrived in 
Chicago at 8 a. m. and remained 
aboard the Twentieth Century Lim- 
ited train until it was being shunted 
back into the yards. Then he dis- 
appeared. 

Awaiting him at the station was 
Miss Barrie, who had followed him 
from New York by plane and ar- 
rived two and a half hours earlier. 
But Barrymore, locked in his com- 
partment and protected by body- 
guards, refused to be seen. 

The Santa Fe Chief train departed 
for the- West w ith Barrymore’s 
baggage aboard, but no trace of 
Barrymore. The coast-bound United 
Air Lines transport likewise took 
off without the actor. 

While Miss Barrie and interview- 
ers sought in vain for the elusive 
Barrymore, a report came in that 
he was in seclusion at a hotel in 
the southwest suburb. “Yes, John 


Barrymore’s here,” the hotel man- 


ager said, “he’s ‘boarded up’.” The 
manager said the actor was accom- 
panied by severa] men, apparently 
the “bodyguard” which accompanied 
him from New York and announced 
“Barrymore didn’t want to be made 
fun of any more.” 
“He Loves Me, Wants Me.” 

The Chicago American, in a copy- 
righted story, quoted Miss Barrie 
as saying, “If I can only see John. 
They are keeping us apart. He 
loves me, wants me. I must see 
him.” 

If the actor’s purpose was to 
dodge Miss Barrie, apparently he 
was successful. Watchers reported 
that she was aboard the Santa Fe 
Chief when it headed westward. 

“The American says she wired 
from New York, before taking the 
plane, “Darling Mickey—Nobody 
can separate us. I am miserably 
unhappy without you. I am flying 
to Chicago to find you again. 


Ariel.” 
When Miss Barrie knocked on the 


door of Barrymore’s car, Henry 
Hotchner, his manager, insisted 
Barrymore was sleeping and did not 
want to be disturbed. 

She boarded the train at a south 
side station and finally left it at its 
downtown station when unable to 
see Barrymore. As she left she 
is quoted as saying to “Cam” 
Cammomili, caretaker for Barry- 
more’s home at Beverly Hills and 
a traveling companion: 

“Won't you please let me see Mr. 
Barrymore? Don’t you know that 
he really wants to see me?” to which 
Cammomili reported to have re- 
plied: “Mr. Barrymore wants to 
see no one.” 

Miss Barrie said she’d stay on 
the train and follow Barrymore 
“across the country if necessary.” 

An interviewer quotes Miss Bar- 
rie as saying: “It is a plot to keep 
us apart. When I get ready to talk 
I'll tell plenty. But it won't be 


about John, whom I love and do 
not want to hurt. 

“The moments I’ve had with him 
are all too few. Either his man- 
ager or his lawyers constantly in- 
terfered with our privacy. In the 
streets, of course, we were  fol- 
lowed by crowds. We could duck 
them—but we could not duck the 
managers and lawyers.” 

She is quoted as saying that 
Barrymore lived in her New f&ork 
home until a week ago Thursday, 
when he was “taken away” by his 
managers, who took him first to 
Essex House and later to Attorney 
Frank Aranow’s home at Stamford, 
Conn. 

The interviewer says she declared 
Barrymore was “spirited” on to the 
train and that she learned of his 
departure by chance. 

It is reported that Barrymore's 
journey to the coast is to seek a 
reconciliation with his wife, Do- 
lores Costello, who has filed a di- 
vorce suit.

PHILIPPINE LEADER FAVORS 
MEMBERSHIP IN LEAGUE 


Quezon May Seek Permission of 
U. S. for Application “If It 
Doesn’t Crack Up Now.” 

MANILA, P. I., Sept- 20.—The 
possibility the new Philippine com- 
monwealth will seek permission of 
the United States to apply for mem- 
bership in the League of Nations 
“if it doesn’t crack up now,” was ad- 
vanced today by President-elect 
Manuel Quezon. 

The veteran Filipino political 
leader who was overwhelmingly 
chosen in Tuesday’s election to 
head the ten-year regime, said in an 
interview he would seek “more gov- 
ernment and less politics.” 

He pointed out American permis- 
sion would be required to apply for 
league membership to enable the 
Philippines to assume the obliga- 


tions imposed by the League’s cov- 
enant. Quezon said he did not plan 
immediate action on this question. 

The president-elect was lavish in 
his praise of Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur, chief of staff of the United 


States Army, who will be military 


adviser to the commonwealth. 
The Presicent-elect expressed the 
hope that the 40 congressmen and 
20 or more newspapermen coming 
from: the United States to attend 
the inauguration in November 
would get “an insight into our prob- 
lems, and give their friendly co- 
operation in finding solutions.”

ROGERS 10 TESTIFY 
AT HOEY INQUEST 


Farmer Says Oil Man’s Son 
Threatened Suicide After 
singer’s Death. 


By the Associated Press. 

WEST CHESTER, Pa., Sept. 2. 
—Claude Battin, 50-year-old gar- 
dener, told a Coroner’s jury today 
that Henry H. Rogers Jr., son of 
the late millionaire oil man, threat- 
ened <«o kill himself the night of 
Sept. 11, after Evelyn Hoey, blues 
singer, had been found shot to 
death in his farm house. 

Battin said Rogers had “a few 
drops of blood on his fingers,” 
when he returned from the upstairs 
room where the shot had been 
heard. 

The witness said that before the 
shooting he was in the kitchen and 
could see Rogers and William J. 
Kelley, a cameraman friend, talk- 
ing. Rogers was wringing his 
hands, Battin said. Then the shot 
was heard. Battin said Rogers 
dashed upstairs. When he came 
down he was crying: “Oh, my God! 
She’s shot herself, my sweetheart 
shot herself! Where are the guns, 
I'll use them myself.” 

Rogers, who will testify later, lis- 
tened calmly, as Battin related sub- 
stantially the same story as that 
told by Kelley through two and one- 
ha:f hours of questioning last night. 
George Yamada, Rogers’ Japa- 
nese cook, testified that Miss Hoey 
took apparent pleasure in cleaning 
and arranging the farmhouse be- 
fore Rogers returned from New 
York, Sept. 11. 

Yamada said Rogers rushed ex- 
citedly into the kitchen, crying that 
Miss Hoey had killed herself and 
saying: “I wish to kill myself.” 
Then Yamada described the strug- 
gle to restrain Rogers. 

Tells of Bearing Shot. 
Kelley testified he and Rogers 
were in the living room of the 
Dutch farm house in the foothills 
of Valley Forge when they heard 
the shot. Rogers ran upstairs, he 
said, and returned quivering with 
his hands to his head and crying: 
“She’s done it. She's shot her- 
self.” 

Kelley also testified that Rogers 
was “excited” throughout the day 
preceding the shooting and that he 
saw him pull the telephone wires 
outside the farm house. 

Drinks were served, Kelley said, 
and Miss Hoey set off some fire- 
crackers. He'and Rogers thought 
that was what she was doing when 
they heard the shot, he added. 

Kelley said Rogers and Miss 
Hoey had some “words” after she 
tried to borrow $5 from Kelley and 
one of the servants. Kelley said he 
offered her all that he had—$4.25 
—but that she declined. Parke 
asked if Miss Hoey had given any 
reason for wanting money, Kelley 
said that she had not.

The agreement submitted to the 
Supreme Court today and taken un- 
der advisement, affects the premium 
increase collected by 73 companies 
and impounded in the Cole County 
Circuit Court. These premiums ag- 
gregate about $1,750,000. In a de- 
cision last May 23, Circuit Judge Se- 
vier of Cole County refused to allow 
the increase of 162-3 per cent to 
stand and ordered the whole of the 
excess premium coligctions to be re- 
funded to policy holders. Approval 
of the compromise by ‘the Supreme 
Court would set aside that judg- 
ment. 

The Insurance Department and 
the companies also have asked a 
three-Judge Federal Court at Kan- 
sas City to approve the compro- 
mise. Under suits pending in that 
court, premium collections’ of about 
$9,000,000 have been impounded.

ELECTRIFICATION OF RAIL LINE 
TO RUSSIAN ARCTIC PORT 


Murmansk, With Ice-Free Harbor, 
to Be Connected With Rich 
Hinterland. 

MURMANSK, U. 8S. 8S. R., Sept. 
20.—E'ectrification of the first sec- 
tion of the Kirov Railway, connect- 
ing this ice-free Arctic port with a 
rich hinterland, is nearing comple- 
tion.

LONDON, Sept. 20.—The break- 
up of the collective security system 
of the League of Nations has been 
forecast in liberal circles here as 
the breakup of the British Empire 
as presently constituted. 


This view, which many believe is 
held, but thus far unexpressed by 
responsible governmental officials, 
explains the grave concern for the 
League in the present Italo-Ethio- 
pian crisis. 

“The empire and the League stand 
or fall together,” is the view of The 
Economist, current review jour- 
nal edited by Sir Walter Layton. 
“The collective system of security 
is the British empire’s last, as well 
as first, line of defense.” 

New Situation Created. 

The Economist says the advent of 
aviation and upbuilding of rival na- 
vies have created a situation where- 
by return to nineteenth century al- 
liances or sole dependence on_ the 
Atlantic and Mediterranean fleets 
is impossible and unthinkable. 

“Perhaps,” jit argues, “most of us 
have not even yet realized clearly 
and vividly quite how defenseless 
the British empire will be, and how 
alluringly it “will invite attack if 
the collective system of security 
now breaks down. 

“If we relapse into a nineteenth- 
century anarchy under the strat- 
egical conditions of the twentieth 
century, the British empire will be 
at the mercy of a coalition of the 
‘hungry’ Powers. 

“What would we do, for exam- 
ple, if Germany attacked the Brit- 
ish Isles from the air, while Italy 
closed the Mediterranean route by 
air power and occupied the Nile 
Valley by land power (from bases 
in Libya and Abyssinia), and Japan 
simultaneously attacked Hongkong, 
Malaya, New Zealand and Australia 
by sea?”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The 
Works Progress Administration is- 
sued an order yesterday which per- 
mits state executices of WPA te 
fix the hours of work, though the 
so-called “security wage” rates, 
ranging from $19 to $94 a month, 
will remain the same. 

Labor unions have been seeking 
to have the Government pay the 
same wage rates as prevail in pri- 
vate industry. Whn reporters asked 
if the order was intended to as- 
sure payment of prevailing wages, 
he said it merely gave state ad- 
ministrators authority to bring 
hours in line with local conditions. 

In some cases, he said, the order 
might result in making “the se 
curity wage the equivalent of union 
wages if the hours are brought low 
enough.” In no case will the hours 
be more than eight a day or 40 @ 
week.

I am convinced that 
had the influential people of this city 
realized the destruction and disfigure- 
ment this project entailed, they would 
have risen up in arms against it. 

And that is not all. There is talk of 
other encroachments: a school, a hospital 
for crazy people, a stadium and a $75,- 
000 conservatory to take the place of our 
little Jewel Box. In the same year in 
which pians for the conservatory are an- 
nounced, the City Hall cuts its appropria- 
tion for the upkeep of the parks. The 
Jewel Box came about gradually as an 
overflow from the hot-houses used for 
propagation of plants for the city parks. 
There was no intention of making it a 
great show place, but with its popularity, 
more time and money was expended upon 
it; and it is noted that, as the Jewel Box 
grew in prominence, the park itself. be- 
came more neglected. As much as we 
enjoy the Jewel Box, it must be remem- 
bered that’ no conservatory, no matter 
how splendid, can compensate for the 
neglect of the park itself. : 

There is only one hope for Forest Park 
and that is that it be placed under con-

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WAR BABIES. 

The war babies are booming again, as battle drums 
roar in Europe and Africa. Stock quotations for 
firms engaged in making war supplies indicate the 
rising temperature and higher blood pressure of 
Mars. Look at the New York Times price index for 
this week, as compared with the low of September, 
1932: Bethlehem Steel has risen 470 per cent, du 
Pont 510 per cent, Hercules Powder 625 per cent, 
Atlas Powder 555 per cent. The average price of 
50 stocks rose 218 per cent in the same time. 
All this recalls the days of 1914, but betters that 
period’s records. From June to September, 1914, 
Bethlehem Steel advanced about 100 per cent, U. 8.

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MUSSOLINI AND AMERICAN HISTORY. 
One of Mussolini’s spokesmen, Colonial Under-sec- 
retary Lessona, has made a special appeal to Ameri- 
cans in stating Italy’s case against Ethiopia. Those 
Americans who are “faithful to national traditions 
from George Washington to today must understand 
us,” he asserts. Here is either a new “debunking” of 
George Washington or an amazing misconception of 
American history. Do Italian officials really look up- 
on Washington as an imperialistic conqueror of a free 
nation? Then any American schoolboy can set them 
right by reminding that Washington in the Revolu- 
tion had a role far more like Haile Selassie’s today 
than like Mussolini’s. 
The spokesman becomes more specific in reminding 
Americans of the Mexican War and the occupation 
of Cuba. The Mexican War is no glamorous chapter 
in our history, but it shines brightly beside Musso- 
lint’s adventure. Does a former part of Ethiopia, 
independent for nine years, seek annexation to Italy? 
Then Ji Duce has a counterpart of Texas. Does he pro- 
pose to capture Addis Ababa and other cities, and then 
march out again? Then he will copy America’s con- 
quest of Mexico City and other points. Will he pay 
Ethiopia for the territory he seizes? The United 
States gave Mexico $15,000,000 and assumed $3,500,- 
000 in claims in exchange for California and New 
Mexico, and later paid $10,000,000 more for a small 
strip in Arizona, the Gadsden purchase. 
If he follows the example America set in Cuba, 
Mussolini will spend millions for improvements in 
Ethiopia, then grant that nation independence. And 
while he has his checkbook before him, he might buy 
Signor Lessona an elementary textbook in American 
history. 
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A NORRIS REFORM. 

In view of the war crisis, Woodrow Wilson 
planned to vacate his office immediately after elec- 
tion day in 1916, if he had lost. He felt that a Presi- 
dent whose leadership had been repudiated by the 
people had no right to hold over from early Novem- 
ber until early March. Robert Lansing’s memoirs 
outline Wilson's plan, which was to have Lansing 
resign in favor of Hughes, following which the 
presidency would be opened to Hughes by resigna- 
tion of President and Vice-President. 

Thanks to the Norris amendment to the Constitu- 
tion, the interval between the defeat of a President 
and the inauguration of his successor has been ap- 
preciably shortened. Inauguration day has been set 
back from March 4 to Jan. 20, leaving an interval 
of only about 10 weeks. In a great emergency, even 
this may be considered too long a lag and the Wilson 
plan deemed advisable, but in ordinary times, it 
would give a President no longér than a reasonable 
interval to prepare for his successor, 
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ON MODERN HOME DESIGN. 

The Federal Housing Administration, which has 
done much to encourage good home-building, has 
taken official note of the changing style in residen- 
tial design. It relates in a bulletin that modern de- 
sign is not merely a new method of exterior treat- 
ment, but a definite expression of ideas, based on 
natural conclusions from the use and location of 
dwelling rooms. Mere novelty, unrelated to econom{c, 
social or climatic factors, will not endure, the FHA 
believes. 
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UNROMANTIC VENETIAN MOON. 
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St. Louis and its suburbs have begun to have a few 
homes of truly admirable modern design, 
mixed with their many fine residences of more con- 
ventional style. However, the depression has failed 
to cure a rash of post-war design which strikes even 
a layman’s eye with the same effect produced by a 
barber-shop tenor in grand opera. Gingerbread, giim- 
cracks and gewgaws characterize this style. It sticks 
detached stones and bricks where they do not be- 
long, employs cheap colored glass and delights in 
archways and buttresses. 

On the other hand, the FHA concludes that good 
modernism in design is of great vitality, arising from 
a desire to produce homes better fitted to present- 
day living than older styles. “The concept of the 
modern house as a perforated box or an assemblage 
of grotesque shapes-no longer prevails,” says the 
bulletin. “Although it is true that simplicity of the 
forms to be dealt with and the abandonment of deco- 
rative features puts a heavy burden upon the imagi- 
nation of the designer, it is nevertheless possible 
to produce a house which is pleasing to the eye, read- 
ily adaptable to topographical features and otherwise 
harmonious with its environment.” 
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RESOURCEFUL HAILE SELASSIE.

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SAVE OUR COASTAL BIRDS. 

The recent wholesale death of pelicans on Great 
Salt Lake due to salt crystals on their wings and 
bodies was all the more tragic because there was 
nothing that human hands could do about it. As the 
level of the lake fell, the salt content increased and 
birds lighting on the surface were caught fast in a 
trap. But the pelicans thus trapped were few com- 


coastal waters by oil-burning vessels, a condition over 
which mankind has complete control. 

Laws prohibiting the discharge of oil into the 
sea are unenforceable and so impractical. What is 
needed is an international agreement binding oll- 
burning ships to install machines for regulating with 
waste water the discharge of the heavy oily residue 
that gums the feathers of birds. As it is now, hun- 
dreds of thousands of coot, brant, eider ducks and 
Other kinds of waterfowl are caught in the oily 
Masses every year, to be washed ashore and dle of 
Starvation, with sand, shells and pebbles glued to 
their bodies.

On Changing the Constitution 


Controversy has surrounded instrument from its framing up to present; being man- 
made, it is perforce fallible, writer says; to remain effective, it “must change 
it the nation changes’; principles by which it was conceived mean moderate 
revision as the need arises, in a spirit of give and take, on a basis of democracy. 
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F the effort apparent in many of the 
0 celebrations of Constitution day to en- 

velop our basic instrument of govern- 
ment with a sanctified atmosphere sugges 
tive of divine inspiration, it may be said 
that, in the 148 years since it was signed by 
the delegates to the convention of 1787, it 
has been the subject of unceasing and, at 
times, violent controversy. 

The Constitution's own framers disagreed 
to such an extent that they agreed to dis- 
agree and thus were reconciled to a series 
of compromises which were not complete 
until the first 10 amendments were adopted. 
Those amendments were not deemed essen- 
tial by such men as George Washington, 
Alexander Hamilton and James Madison 
when they signed the original document. 

The sharp differences then developed were 
not extraordinary. For this was to be the 
country’s second Constitution, the first, 
called the Articles of Confederation, having 
failed abjectly in the test of experience to 
meet the young nation's needs. George 
Washington was much irritated by the op- 
position to a stronger central government, 
deriding the obstinacy of states that clung 
to “their precious sovereignties.” He even 
feared that the conflict between the fna- 
tionnlist school of thought and that of slate 
sovereignty would ultimately bring on “an- 
other dreadful conflict”’—a fear that was 
realized in 1861. 

A Constitution so obviously the product 
of man-made compromises at the beginning, 
as on the. question of human slavery, and 
in its gradual development by amendments, 
also in later adjustments effected by court 
decisions, could nét be the expression of the 
infallible wisdom of the Almighty. If it 
had been “the word of God,” like the Bible, 
there would have been some justification 
for doing what medieval governments did 
in forbidding the common people to read 
the sacred books or have copies of them 
in their houses. 

No, the Constitution is man-made; it is 
fallible; it is a series of compromises be- 
tween opposing forces; it is “an experi- 
ment,” as the late Justice Holmes observed; 
and it is now, as in the past, “what the Su- 
preme Court says it is” in its meaning, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hughes, the present Chief 
Justice, 

That it is a Constitution fit to survive 
only if it continues to meet the roquire-

ments of the people as a sovereign entity 
capable of commanding respect at home 
and equality in the world family of nations 
is a truism derivative from its early history. 
Our first Constitution was discarded by the 
fathers themselves because of its fatal 
weakness at the center. Our second Consti- 
tution must respond adequately to the na- 
tion's internal as well as its external needs. 

The overshadowing fact in the country’s 
evolution in the twentieth century is eco- 
nomic integration; that is to say, economic 
processes have expanded so far over state 
lines as to become national in their scope, 
and the problems growing out of maladjust- 
ments inherent in this development must 
have a national solution if they are to be 
solved at all. 

A Constitution that continues to prohibit 
or prevent national solutions for national 
problems must in time face the same fate 
as the old Articles of Confederation, our 
first Constitution, which was so extreme in 
its exaltation of state sovereignty that the 
central Government could not raise a single 
soldier even if it had declared war. The 
Constitution must change if the nation 
changes, which is no more than saying that 
the Constitution was made for the nation, 
not the nation for the Constitution. 

This view of the Constitution implies no 
disrespect, no disloyalty to it. This view in- 
sists merely on a living Constitution instead 
of one that is frozen. 

Fortunately, hitherto, our second Consti- 
tution has escaped being frozen because 
amendments and court interpretations have 
served to maintain in it the flexibility that 
means life and growth. Save in the case of 
the doctrine of secession, which was settled 
only by war, the genius of our Constitution 
has found its realistic expression in com- 
promise between tonflicting interests. The 
principle of compromise was vital in the 
original making of our Constitution; it must 
be allowed to work in the future develop- 
ment of our Constitution. 

But the principle of compromise implies 
moderate change, as the need arises: it in- 
volves the process of give and take; it 
means a Constitution in practice that works. 
Compromise, in principle, is neither Fascism 
nor Communism; it is neither Toryism nor 
radicalism. 

It is democracy—no perfect form of gov- 
ernment, yet what we have,

Former Brown University Physics | 
Professor Internationally Known 
for His Work. 

By the Associated Press. 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., Sept. 20.— 
Dr. Carl Barus, internationally 
known scientist, professor of phys- 
ics at Brown University from 1895 
until his retirement in 1926 and dean 


of the university’s graduate depart- | 
ment for 23 years, died suddenly this | 
morning at his home here of a cere- 
bral hemorrhage. He was 79 years 
old. 

A former president of the Amer- 
ican Physical Society, Dr. Barus was 
a recipient of the Rumford medal 
of the American Academy of Arts 
and Sciences, one of the highest 
awards which may be given to a 
scientist. He was known for his 
original contributions to the study 
of light, heat, gases, sound and 
/'many other phenomena. 

Dr. Barus, born in Cincinnati Feb. 
19, 1856, the son of Prof. and Mrs. 
Carl Barus, was educated in the 
public schools of that city and was 
awarded the Ray mathematical 
medal for scholarship at the Wood- 
ward High School. 

He attended the school of science | 
at Columbia University from 1874 
to 1876 and then went to the Uni- 
versity of Wurtzburg in Bavaria, 
where he received his Ph. D. degree 
in 1879 and was assistant professor 
of physics until 1880, when he re- 
turned to this country.

LONDON, Sept. 20. — Official 
sources explainec today that Fran- 
cis M. Rickett’s radio broadcast to 
America, scheduled sor early today 
had been canceled by the Columbia 
Broadcasting Company after the 
British Foreign Office had inform- 
ally expressed .ts disapproval of it. 
The Fcreign Office expressed the 
view that Rickett, a British subject, 
who negotiated a mineral conces- 
sion for American interests—later 
nullified at the suggestion of Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull—Might 
somehow be connected by listeners 
with the British Government. A 
statement issued by Rickett said, 
“The Broadcast was postponed be- 
cause it was feared, despite the fact 
that it was being sent out from the 
broadcasting house (which, as_ is 
well kncwn, is under the control of 
the British Government) it might 
lead to a misunderstanding in the 
chancellories of Europe.” 
Promoter’s Address. 

“I must emphasize that from 
first to last there has not been, in 
my opinion, anything in my con- 
duct as an Englishman or in the 
action of my associates in the 
United States in this matter to 
which any government could right- 
ly take exception,” Rickett said in 
the address prepared for the broad- 
cast.

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—A “hell of 


a fight” with a gate upwards 


of $700,000, was Jack Dempsey’s summation of probabilities for 
the most interesting heavyweight ring contest scheduled since Gene 
Tunney retired, which will take place at Yankee Stadium next Tues- 
day night with Max Baer and Negro Joe Louis as the principals. 


“I figure that Baer has a good 
chance to win, but it must be by 
a knockout, otherwise Louis will 
get the verdict,’ the Old Mauler 
said last night, while trying to han- 
dle interviewers and a house full | 
of autograph-seeking admirers at 
his cafe. 

“Are you going to act as Max’s. 
second?” Jack was asked. 

“If they ask me, I will,” 
response. 
in Baer and I would be giad to help 
if I could. But that doesn't bias 
my judgment. 

“Max has a very dangerous oppo- 
nent. I have seen him fight. He is 


young. He hits faster than Max. | 


His right hand is his best, but he 
can also sock pretty good with that 
left. He is a better boxer than Max. 
But there are a lot of things to be 
considered. I don’t know what he 
will do if he is hit hard, and Max 
can hit hard. It may make a dif- 
ference. Louis never took a punch 
from a fighter who can land as 
hard as Baer or who can take as

“Between fighters like these, it 


pretty nearly has to be worked out 


in the ring. Baer is not stale. He 
is in good condition. I do not know 
what's on his mind—whether he is 
worried. about his situation. You 
know it helps some fighters’ to 
know that they are fighting 
their last chance, and it hurts 
others. I can’t guess how Max 
feels about it, but he seems to be 
all right. 

“When I last saw Paer he was 
strong and was punching good. If 
he lands one of his hard swings he 
has a very good chance to win. If 
it comes down to a decision I don't 
think so much of his chances. The 
Negro boy is pretty shifty. But it’s 
still hard for me to pick a first year 
fighter as winner over a veteran.”

“Sure—Max telegraphs his blows.

RISKO DEFEATS 

YAROSZ; GAINS 
MIDDLEWEIGHT 
BOXING TITLE 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 20.— 
Eddie (Babe) Risko’s beetled and 
battered brow bore the middle- 
weight boxing crown today while 
Teddy Yarosz, from whom he won 
it, wondered about his ring future 
with a “trick” knee. 

Risko eked out a 15-pound de- 
cision from a titleholder performing 
almost on one leg alone last night. 

The Monaca (Pa.) boxer’s right 
knee, injured first last New Year’s 
day when Risko defeated him at 
Scranton, Pa., with a_ technical 


knockout in a non-title go, caved in 
again last night. 

After the fight, however, Yarosz 
said he began to experience trouble 
with the knee from the first round, 
possibly from the rain which 
drenched the ring and the 13,228 
paid customers. 

Yarosz weighed 158% £=pounds 
while his conqueror from Syracuse, 
N. Y., came in at 15814. Yarosz got 
a guarantee of $25,000 from the 
$31,762 gate. 

May Get Another Chance. 

Risko promised, after the fight, 
to give the Monaca lad a chance to 
win back the middleweight crown 
whenever the Iatter’s bad knee is 
recovered sufficiently. 

Yarosz’ knee collapsed during a 
faint brush with the challenger in 
the fourth round. He flopped with 
his knee straight out, and arose at 
the count of one. The bell ended 
the round soon afterwards. Yarosz 
reappeared with his knee bound 
tightly. 

Yarosz, who won the title Sept. 
11, 1934, from Vince Dundee, New- 
ark, N. J., at Forbes Field, said he 
will seek another operation in an 
effort to repair his “trick” knee 
permanently before starting back 
along the comeback trail. 

The barrel-chested Syracuse bat- 
tler kept up a constant attack that 
the Pittsburgh boy could not over- 
come. 

Down for Two Nine Counts. 


In the sixth and again in the sev- 
enth round Teddy went down— 
each time for a nine count. 

It was Yarosz’ fourth defeat in 
85 fights. Risko by a contrast took 
the title after an experience of less 
than two years in the ring, during 
which he has had only 25 fights. 

At no time during the fight was 
Risko in danger. The score sheet 
showed Yarosz won only one round 
—the first—with the eighth even. 

Perhaps the greatest action of 
the comparatively tame fight came 
in the thirteenth with Risko land- 
ing long measured rights and lefts 
to Yarosz’ head aand stomach al- 
most at will.

HE term “coffee housing” is de- 
z rived from the coffee houses in 
: Europe, where. men congregate 
for gaming. In each coffee house 
there are a few players who exist 
on the bets they win from less 
skilled contest- 
ants. When skill 
itself is not suffi- 
cient to win they 
resort to petty 
tricks by which 
they cause their 
opponents to mis- 
play. 

If any game 
should depend en- 
tirely on skill it 
is chess. But the 
coffee house chess 
players find 
means to mini- 
mize the element 
of skill They 
make their moves 
so rapidly as to confuse their ad- 
versaries. When the opponent js 
thinking théy assume an attitude 
of impatient waiting. They repeat- 
edly scan their opponent's face, 
cross and recross their legs, and 
sigh with apparent patient resigna- 
tion. They smoke ill-smelling ci- 
gars and puff smoke in the eyes 
of their opponents. By many such 
tricks they annoy the other player 
so that he will move incorrectly.

I must admit that many of the 
unfair and even dishonorable meth- 
ods used by bridge coffee housers, 
while they are reprehensible, are 
amusing. Here is how I once was 
tricked by a coffee house play of 
the deepest dye.

bid at six spades. I was to be dum- 
my, and I was anxiously waiting 
for the opening lead to be made 
-sgo that I could lay down my hand 
and relax. In a tournament I al- 
ways welcome the few minutes’ sur- 
cease that is mine when I am dum- 
my. 

The player whose turn it was to 
lead did not oblige me. He sat in- 
terminably, it seemed to me, with- 
out moving, while he decided what 
card to lead. Finally he shook his 
head disgustedly, as though un- 
able to make up his mind. In an 
absent-minded manner he took a 
piece of chewing gum from his 
pocket, unwrapped it, and put it {n 
his mouth. He thought a moment 
more. 
upright in his chair and_ tossed 
something out on the table. With 
a sigh of relief I laid down the 
dummy hand, face up. .Only at this 
moment did I bother to notice what 
he had thrown on the table. 

It was the chewing gum wrapper. 

Now, with an opportunity to 
study the dummy before leading, he 
had no difficulty in choosing his 
best lead. I had been fooled, and 
by the worst kind of play acting. 
But it taught me a lesson and I 
still can laugh at it.

‘You will need chemists, physi- 
cists, pharmacologists, pathologists, 
gynecologists, immunologists, phy- 
siologists and physicians. I hope 
that you confer with the experts of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, such as 
Dr. Simon Flexner; with the scien- 
tists of the Carnegie Institute, the 
scientists of the life insurance com- 
panies, and some of our noted re- 
search specialists of city laborato- 
ries, such as Dr. William H. Parke 
of New York City.” 

“You have given us a task of mag- 
nificent prospects, despite its mag- 
nitude,” said one of the startled 
brothers. 

“I am furnishing you and our peo- 
ple with an opportunity to do some- 
thing about it and all these other 
problems of life and death,” I re- 
plied. 

“Well, gentlemen, I wonder 
whether it isn’t possible to discover 
a real antidote to narcotics and a 
means of curing the dope addict. 
I know that these addicts go 
through a sort of cure; our hos- 
pitals and our prisons try to cure 
them, and they do rid their patients 
of the immpdiate habit so that they 
can live in mental comfort without 
requiring the exhilaration of nar- 
cotics; but inevitably the addict 
returns to his former habit, as soon 
as medical vigilance is relaxed.”

“Well, gentlemen, would an in- 
itial appropriation of five million 
dollars be enough to start this war 
on disease?”

Federal Hygienic Laboratory. He 
was enthusiastic over the prospect 
and immediately offered to resign 
his own post so that one of the 
Mayos might take it and thereby be 
in control of the whole Public 
Health Service. I declined to per- 
mit this. 

“Oh, no, General Cumming,” I 
told him, “I have an equally im- 
portant task for you to perform as 
Surgeon-General. I only want you 
to give the Mayos and their ap- 
pointees a completely free hand in 
the operation of this laboratory.” 

“You didn’t need to tell me, Mr. 
President,” said the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral. “I am so enthusiastic about 
your program that I’d even serve 
as an interne, just to help’ the 
Mayos.” 

I commended his attitude. 

“Now, here’s another task: I 
would like to standardize the edu- 
cation and instruction of nurses. 
They serve in the trenches of the 
war against disease. The Govern- 
ment should help to equip them 
properly for that war. Unless you 
would have someone else in mind, 
I might suggest that you consult 
with Dr. Claude W. Munger of 
Valhalla, N. Y., chairman of the 
Nursing Committee of the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association, and with 
Dr. C. E. A. Winslow, Professor of 
Public Health at Yale. It may be 
we can recommend new standards 
for the nursing schools. 

“And another thing: I want you 
to draft a program for educating 
the public, not only in what we 
discover at the laboratory, but in 
what we already know. Talk to 
my old friend, Dr. Copeland—you 
know, Senator Royal S. Copeland 
—about this phase of the program. 
He has carried on, almost single- 
handed, a battle for years to edu- 
cate the common people in the 
most simple of medical truths. I 
want you to confer with him and 
agree on a program—how we can 
disseminate authentic medica] in- 
formation quickly, accurately and 
effectively to the people, in  lan- 
guage all can understand.” 

“I am only too happy to under- 
take these assignments, Mr. Presi- 
dent,” the Surgeon-General said. 


As he departed, I knew the Fed- 
eral Government, for the first time 
in all American History, would care 
for the health of the American peo- 
ple.

Children Need 
Training for 


Good Posture 


Special Exercises One 
Method of Helping 
Straight Carriage. 


By Angelo Patri 


VERY once in a while the 
FE teacher says, “Up tall, children.” 
Andthe little ones straighten 
their spines and sit tall in the 
benches. Soon they droop forward 
. —wagain. Lower and 
lower they sag

If it 
i does its full duty 
aed the child will 
Angelo Patri work happily, do 
good work, play heartily and grow 
in health. But if the backbone is 
bent and bowed, if the child slumps 
forward, his whole being suffers” 
“Up tall,” is the word. 

We ask little children to sit still 
for too long a time and keep them 
in school in sitting posture for too 
many hours a day. The children in 
the first grades ought to change 
their position frequently. They at- 
tend to a lesson well for about 15 
minutes. After that they are tired, 
their bodies slump, their posture 
grows worse and worse. Just as 
soon as this is seen, the class ought 
to be allowed to risé, stretch, move 
about, loosen the tension of their 
bodies and give their blood a chance 
to circulate. 

This seems a needless interruption 
to the teacher who is trying to cover 
a heavy program ‘In a short time. 
If she will keep an attentive eye on 
the posture of the class and relieve 
the children as soon as she sees 
them wearying, the work will go 
faster, be better and cover more 
ground. Tired children cannot 
learn. 

Frequent exercises are needed 
during the school day. . Marching 
with the windows open, singing in a 
freshly aired room, an easy rhyth- 
mic drill, a setting-up drill, a game 
that allows change of seats—all 
these can be incorporated into the 
day’s work and benefit all concerned. 


Special exercises ought to be giv- 
en to those children who have bad 
posture. The school doctor can ex- 
amine them and suggest the type 
of exercises needed. The teacher 
can give the simple ones. The more 
complicated one for children who 
have curvatures must be given by 
a specialist. An unskilled,  un- 
trained physical director might do 
more harm than good. Special de- 
fects ought to be treated by ex- 
perts. Some can be treated by the 
special teacher of physical training 
under the direction of the _ spe- 
cialist.

APER takes the cake—and we might 
? add, the pie also. In fact, paper is 

used in one way or another for al- 
most every kind of food. Whether it is 
packing, wrapping, storing, cooking or 
serving of food, paper plays an import- 
ant part. 

Mrs. Neighbor is planning a party. In 
nine cases out of 10 she uses paper in 
some form. It cannot be surpassed :n 
color and versatility for use in decoration, 
Paper dishes for table service are labor- 
saving devices that can be had at but 
little cost. And paper for cooking and 
storing of foods is now considered a 
household necessity. 

American housewives have benefitted 
by the efforts of paper manufacturers to 
give them a product as attractive in col- 
or and design as the best artists can 
create, and as practical for use as mod- 
ern scientists can produce. 

Remember the crude and garish paper 
decorations of a decade ago? And how 
about those old-time paper dishes that 
gave you the shivers when you _ used 
them even for picnics? Moisture soaked 
into them quickly and they seemed ito 
impart a disagreeable flavor to the food. 

Compare them with the table setting 
illustrated on this page. Everything, ex- 
cept mats and silverware, is paper. No 
hostess would be ashamed of such ~* 
table setting and no guests could help 
admiring it. The place mats and runner 
are made of silvery transparent slit cel- 
lulose film. 

The plates, in pastel pink with a. center 
floral decoration, are sturdily made, d> 
not absorb moisture and do not impart 
any flavor to the food. The salt and per- 
per shakers are deep pink, and the flow- 
er containers are of moisture-proof paper 
i. pastel colors to match the plates. 

It is impossible for most of us to have 
enough china or glassware available for 
many changes in color schemes. Paper 
makes any color scheme possible and at 
a price which is not prohibitive for the 
average person. Paper doilies and place 
mats are made in designs that rival those 
found in exquisite laces and embroid- 
eries. 

Paper is nothing new. On the contrary, 
it is known to have been made by the 
Chinese as early as 105 A. D. Practically 
all of its history, however, has been writ- 
ten within the past 100 years. The devel- 
opment of high-powered machinery for 
manufacturing it was instrumental tn 
cutting down the cost. Without that, even 
the daily newspapers and magazines, 1s 
we have them now, would be impossible 
and the many aids that paper gives ‘« 
housewives would be unknown. 

It is possible that you have seen a de- 
scendant of the first and most ingenious 
paper makers the world has ever known, 
without recognizing him. He is an in- 
habitant of nearly every countryside. Mr. 
Hornet, who grinds out the wood fibers 
and fashions them into his house so skill- 
fully, cannot yet be excelled by man in 
the production of fine quality paper. 

Paper-making hornets are classed as so- 
cial hornets in spite of what most of us 
humans would consider very unsociable 
conduct toward ourselves. They do, how- 
ever, live sociably among themselves in 
colonies similar to those of bees. But 
they will not stand for any man’s in- 
trusion on their property; and the pri- 
vacy that the hornets insist upon when 
they are making their paper homes has 
made it difficult for even the scientific 
student to make accurate observation 
of the methods.

The Chinese eventually learned part 
of the secret and the Arabs apparent- 
ly got it from their Chinese captives. 
Then it spread to Europe through 
the Moors. The handmade papers of this 
period were usually made from the inner 
bark of the mulberry tree, or from linen 
rags. The Egyptians, before the time of 
Moses, made something very like paper 
from the water-loving papyrus plant, and 
it is from this name that we get the wora 
“paper.”

APER was first made in the United 
P States in Philadelphia as early as 1690, 

The first paper machine was brought 
from Europe to America in 1820. Rags 
were used almost exclusively. Many new 
machines were invented between 1840 and 
1870 and ways of using wood pulp were 
found possible. From that time forward, 
trees have been the chief source of pa- 
per, although rags are still used for cer- 
tain grades, 

The use of paper in cooking was first 
developed about 10 years ago, but con- 
tainers were not merchandised to any 
extent until 1928. 

Cooking parchment, which is insoluble 
in either cold or boiling water, is finding 
many uses in dur homes. Vegetables can 
be seasoned, tied tightly in it and cooked 
in boiling water, thus retaining all their 
juices and flavors. 

This cooking with paper is a big con- 
venience for apartment awellers especia’- 
ly, because it reduces cooking odors tre- 
mendously. Even sauerkraut odors which 
have a too well known wanderlust can 
be restrained unbelievably by this meth- 
od. It is equally good for the baking 
or boiling of fish, and also helps keep 
the fish from falling apart. 

Parchment cooking paper is made much 
the same as any other, but has no sizing 
of any kind and must be absolutely pure. 
It is sent through what are called “parch- 
mentizing” baths, then it is washed and 
dried many times. In the parchmentizing 
process the little fibers interlock and in- 
solubility is developed, There is no chem- 
ical nor wax on the finished product. 

Crinkled paper cake-pan liners are an- 
other aid in cooking. They save time, re- 
duce the chances of burned cakes, and 
make pan washing easy. The small ones 
can be purchased in different colors, and 
can therefore be used for decorative pur- 
poses. Little cakes like those illustrated

If colored paper dishes are chosen and 
the cake is iced in delicate colors to blend 
with it, there is nothing more attractive. 
Any cup cake recipe can be used. The 
large cup cakes illustrated are sponge 
cake with centers scooped out, then filled 
with raspberries. These fluted dishes are 
recommended for muffins, also. Larger- 
sized fluted dishes can be used as rame- 
kins for macaroni and cheese, deep-dish 
apple pie and any number of other dishes 
for individual servings. 

The layer-cake-pan liners come in three 
sizes. None of these crinkle dishes or lin- 
ings need to be oiled before use, as th2 
paper is specially paraffin treated to elim- 


inate the need for grease. The best ones 


have paraffin of such a high melting point 


that it does not melt during the cooking 
process, and so there is no sticking and 
no absorption into the food. The small 
square cups are popular for individual re- 
frigerator ice cream moulds. 

A one-piece paper cup, which resembles 
porcelain, is one of the newer members 
of the paper kingdom. It is extremely at- 
tractive for beverages, and there is a spe- 
cial edition of the right size for the bak- 
ing of beans in individual porticns.

OT only is the use of various types 
of paper forthe packaging and stor- 
ing of foods of special importance to 
food manufacturers; it is equally valua- 
ble for storage purposes in the home. 
Cooking parchment is excellent for wrap- 
ping foods before you place them in the 
refrigerator, particularly the moist or 
strongly flavored ones. Moisture-proof pa- 
per containers, of the various shapes and 
sizes now available, can be kept on hand 
for all kinds of leftovers. 

An ice tub in attractive design for cool- 
ing beverages is one of the newest paper 
items. There is also an insulated paper 
bag which will keep chilled milk, or oth- 
er foods or beverages cold for several 
hours. This is a most useful item for sum-

kitchen, try paper cups, nested in a car- 
ton to fit into a small metal frame which 
is fastened on the wall. This is a sanitary 
convenience at small cost. 

Moisture-proof transparent cellulose in 
sheets or bags is also excellent for refrig- 
erator use. The half grapefruit, other un- 
used fruit, chicken and various foods too 
numerous to mention can be kept in it 
very nicely. And our old standby, waxed 
paper, is an ever present help for a thou- 
sand and one things. 

All the ways of using the papers men- 
tioned above are merely suggestions. 
Each of them has many other uses us 
you will soon find out if you have them 
in your home, | 

One of the most outstanding develop- 
ments in recent years, of special interest 
to housewives, is that accomplished by 
one of the manufacturers of transparent 
cellulose. This sheet is not only fully 
transparent, but it filters out the rays of 
light which cause rancidity in oil-bearing 
foods, and which change their color, fla- 
vor and aroma. 

This sheet is of an attractive gold color, 
which does not objectionably distort the 
color of various food products. It is es- 
pecially adapted to the wrapping of meats, 
since its color will not bleed in grease, 
oil or water. 

Frequently the housewife confuses 
staleness with rancidity. This new sheet 
will now make food products, which are 
to be delivered from the grocer, baker 
or meat shop, immune to rancidity. 

The same thing is now used in pack- 
aging potato chips, coffee, butter, cheese, 
oils, cereals, nuts, candies, baked goods, 
meat products, etc., and for preserving 
the color, flavor and aroma of flavoring 
extracts, fruits, vegetable juices and cor- 
dials. 

Housewives can obtain the cellulose in 


rolls and bags for household use, so that 
when a food product subject to rancidity 
is received into the home, if it is not 
already packaged in this material, it may 
be wrapped therein and thereby preserve 
the freshness and flavor of the prod- 
ucts. 

We have mentioned the use of paper 
in cooking, serving and decorating us 
well as storing of foods. Paper has a 
number of other uses in the kitchen. 
Washable shelf papers in pastel colors; 
embossed paper and non-washable shelv- 
ing with edgings of beautiful design are 
labor-saving items that should not be for- 
gotten, 

Paper towels, too, are a kitchen neces- 
sity for cooking, as well as hands. To 
place a piece of this absorbent paper un- 
der fried bacon, potato chips or any 
French fried food to absorb excess fat is 
only one of its varied uses. Lay a strip 
of it on the table when you are pre- 
paring vegetables. This will help you to 
keep the trimmings all together and dis- 
pose of them easily. And that brings 79 
mind the moisture-proof garbage-can lin- 
ers that no good housekeeper can get 
along without.

The Scientific 
Explanation of 


An Old Idea 


Unexpected Death of Healthy 
Child Laid to Thymus 
Gland.

HERE used to be a saying 


among old women in the neigh- 
borhood when a little baby died 
suddenly in its cradle, that the “cat 
sucked its breath.”

The “scientific” explanation that 
has been advanced for these occur 
rences has put the blame on the 
thymus gland. The occurrences 
themselves are fortunately very 
rare, but are sufficiently puzzling 
as to make any explanation diffi- 
cult. Here is apparently a per 
fectly healthy infant who sudden- 
ly, in the very midst of this com- 
plete state of well being, passes 
away without a cry or struggle or 
evidence of any kind of accident. 


Thymus Swells. 

The thymus explanation attrib- 
utes, as I say, the mechanism to 
the swel:ing of the thymus gland. 
This gland is located in the chest, 
lying on top of the windpipe. It 
is large in infancy, larger in child- 
hood, and disappears almost en- 
tirely in the period of youthful 
growth. Its function is, therefore, 
thought to be in some way asso- 
ciated with growth. 

The mechanism by which it 
causes death in those infants who 
are subject to so-called status 
thymo-lymphaticus, has been sup- 
posed to be due to the sensitivity 
of the thymus to sudden changes in 
size. During one of these periods 
of swelling the thymus swells s0 
that it obstructs the trachea, or 
windpipe, and strangulation fre- 
sults. 

But the whole thing seems as 


fantastic as the old cat sucking 
theory. The thymus gland is soft 
even when large, could hardly be 
supposed to squeeze the tough car- 
tilaginous rings of the windpipe. 
And now comes an eminent Boston 
specialist in children’s diseases to 
say that of all the cases he has 
investigated he has never found 
any that could be called a thymus 
death. 

“The evidence does not support 
the conclusion that the thymus 
may be a cause of sudden death in 
infants and children. 

In fact, the largest thymuses ap- 
pear in the healthiest children.

FTEN I have been asked,” 

‘writes a soldier reader, “why 

the men who returned from 
the Great War have not done more 
to help make a world fit to live 
in. It is a fair question to put to 
us. 

“We, the men of yesterday, wear 
no halo of romance—it has been 
rubbed off. We won the war, or 
helped to do it, but we lost the 
peace. We had an unparalleled op- 
portunity to create a better world, 
and we let it slip. 

“We espoused no causes, we in- 
terested ourselves in no new ideas. 
So runs the criticism; is it true? 
Yes, true, I think, as far as it goes. 
But it is not the whole truth. At 
least we have our side. 

“No doubt we might have done 
more in those early days when we 
returned from the war. But we 
were very tired, very sore, too, and 
occupied with the need of getting 
and keeping our new civilian job-—- 
which as often as otherwise had 
been taken by someone not in uni- 
form. 

“Also, we were distrustful of 
ideas, having suffered much under 
their tyranny.
